Never  try  Jo  wear  a  shoe  too  small  or 
that  does  not  fid  when  you  first  put  it 
on.  There  is  no  misery  more  nearly  dis¬ 
tracting  than  a  Shoe  that  hurts  the  foot. 
Never  let  your  shoe*  get  hard  and  dry. 
Don’t  let  them  rnn  over.  Don’t  let  the 
heels  run  down.  Don't  dry  a  wet  shoe 
till  you  have  rubbed  it  well  with  a  flau- 
nel  cloth  and  then  with  vaseline.  Never 
pot  near  the  stuva.  Half  a  peck  of  oats, 
kept  in  a  small:  box,  will  be  tbe  very 
cheapest  and  bunt  foot  form  for  a  wet 
shoe.  Fill  tbe  slu  e  and  shake  the  oats 
down,  after  having  robbed  and  oijed  it, 
and  *et  in  n  dry  place  to  dry  gradoally. 
When  dry,  poor  tbe  oats  back  for  fnrtber 
use.  Do  not  "black  npon  blacking" 
more  than  a  week  at  a  time.  Take  a 
wet  rag  and  wash  tbe  shoe  at  least  once 
a  week  and  oki  overnight  to  keep  in 
good  condition.

pric  bromide,  or  a  mixture  of  sulphate 
of  copper  and  potassium  bromide;  which 
ban  a  faint  grceoiah  tint  that  becomes 
olive  brown  in  radiant  heat,  and,  if 
green  is  used,  a  brown  image  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  in  a  minute  by  exposing  to  the 
radiations  from  a  gas  stove,  and  on 
treatment  with  rilwr  nitrate  this  image 
becomes  blgck  by  reason  of  tho  reduction 
of  the  fdlvt-r.  Bichromated  paper  is  a f 
fei  ted  by  radiant  heat,  as  by  light,  and 
jpuper  impregnated  simply  with  sulphate 
of  copper '  yields  a  feeble  image,  which 
becotnee  nearly  black  when  treated  with 
Silver  nitrate.  A  mixture  of  sulphate  of 
copper  and  oxalic  acid  gives  a  paper 
which  becomes  brown  on  exposure. 
Chlorate  of  copper  is  also  "very  sensitive, 
the  faint  bine  eolor  becoming  a  deep 
green.  Similarly  used  bromide  of  tin 
behaves  as  if  exposed  to  light,  but  un ex¬ 
posed  parts  become  very  black  when 
treated  with  silver  nitrate^  ‘Nitrate*  of 
silver,  which  is  markedly  acted  upon  by 
light,  is  slightly  browned  when  exposed 
to  hi  nt  radiation,  and  the  tint  is  deep¬ 
ened  by  hydroquiuone  or  gallic  acid. — 
Si.  Louis  Globe  Democrat. 


Making  Marble*. 

Marbles  arc  manufactured  ’  from  tbe 

material  which  gives  them  tbeir  name. 
At  the  marble  quarries  the  refuse  stone 
is  broken  by  hand  into  small  cubes.  A 
bushel  or  more  of  these  is  poured  into  a 
great  revolving  cylinder,  which  is  sup¬ 
plied  with  water  from  a  faucet.  The 
cylinder  is  revolved  at  a  high  rate  of 
speed,  and  tho  cubes,  by  attrition,  ore 
ground  down  to  the  tiny  xpherts  which 
give  such  delight  to  the  hearts  of  the 
boys.  From  one  to  two  hours  are  usu¬ 
ally  required  to  finish  a  lot  of  marbles, 
and  they  are  afterward  sorted  according 
to  size  and  painted  by  hand.  The  crock¬ 
ery  marbles,  or  potteries,  are  molded  of 
the  same  material  as  ordinary  earthen¬ 
ware,  and  are  then  glazed  and  baken. 
Tbe  glass  marbles  containing  images 
and  flowers  are  molded.

vlvala  Which  Ha*«  B«cn  rnltli*. 

The  belt  that  cult  be  eoid  of  the  archi- 
ceoture  it  the  uinuteentu century  is  that 
it'  has  been  an  architecture  of  exception¬ 
ally  UartKd.  ingenious  and  aocompliah- 
«al  iniliviciv  ilitiea.  It  has  been  an  art  of 
1  xt>criniet»t»  which  have  failed  and  of 
n  vival*  which  have  been  fmitlfHK. 
1  h«  m-  indi-iiicuditks,  with  their  oon 
M-ioasrii-Mt  highly  educated  and  tmiued, 
have  I*  t  u  t  mburrnmed  rather  than  aided 
by  their  knowledge  of  the  great  achieve¬ 
ments  of  thv  post.  It  doc*  not  seem  to 
have  occurred  to  tliekn  to  appeal  to  tbe 
*ynipathicn  of  the  people  by  uttering 
liieir  inspiration*  in  the  vulgar  tongue, 
•jut  they  have  labored  with  immense 
latent  and  ingenuity  to  interpret  and 
upply  dead  language  a  Their  efforts 
have  txv?u  rt-nauiaceiit,  excursive  and 
xperimental.  The  architects  have  an¬ 
alyzed.  theorized,  disputed  and  argued. 
They  have  formed  schools  conserving 
cljutodc  or  romantic  traditions- — schools 
which  have  fallen  apart  because  prog- 
r«w  has  been  found  to  be  impossible  on 
merely  archeological  line*. 

Many  of  the  individualities  developed 
under  thc$e  conditions  have  been  bril¬ 
liant  and  powerful  and  have  had  a  great 
following  of  lesser  men.  As  tbe  century 
bus  advanced  certain  of  these  individu¬ 
alities  have  been  inspired  by  nobler  and 
loftier  motive*.  The  architecture  of  tbe 
century,  because  it  has  been  nourished 
in  the  same  soil  that  produced  the  dec¬ 
ode  telegraph,  the  telephone  and  all  the 
other  triumphs  of  industrial  art,  has 
exhibited  a  rvrtaiu  sporadic  vitality,  has 
occasionally  thrown  out  mighty  branches 
full  of  the  possibilities  of  a  great  frui¬ 
tion,  but  because  it  has  not  enjoyed  the 
advantage  of  concentrated  effort  it  has 
uot  flowered  as  it  flowered  in  tbe  thir¬ 
teenth  ami  sixteenth  centuries,  still  loss 
as  it  flowered  in  the  ages  of  Pericles  and 
Augustas.— Henry  Van  Brunt  in  At¬ 
lantic.

Th«  Japan*** 

Every  month  sees 
rive,  and  u  larger  percentage  of  them 
are  common  laborers,  who  enter  the  hop 
yards,  orchards  and  sugar  beet  fields  of 
California.  In  fruit  padring  they  have 
crowded  out  white  men  and  women. 

They  are  as  quick  as  women  and  girls 
in  handling  fruit  and  are  more  accurate 
and  steadily  industrious.  They  practi¬ 
cally  monopolize  the  industry  of  beet 
pulling  an  tho  large  ranches  devoted  to 
the  Bug  or  beet.  Complaints  of  the  rapid 
displacement  of  white  laborers  by  Japa¬ 
nese  in  orchard  work  induced  the  labor 
bureau  recently  to  make  an  investiga¬ 
tion.  They  found  that  the  Japanese 
worked  under  a  co-operative  plan  and 
that  by  this  means  they  were  able  to 
make  contracts  at  low  price*.  Several 
ciations  in  San  Francisco  are  en¬ 
gaged  in  house  cleaning,  dividing  the 
profits  among  their  members.  The  Jap¬ 
anese  are  doing  a  large  trade  in  Ban 
Francisco  in  bamboo-ware  and  matting, 
which  are  used  mainly  for  decoration  of 
rooms.  They  have  cut  into  the  Chim 
trade  in  curio*  and  embroidered  silk 
garments.  — Ch  an  tauquan.
